E was born at Prague, a capital 

City in Bohemia, of a genteel Fa- 

mily ; was bred up and deſign- 

ed to ſtudy the Law, being put 

Clerk to ſome of that Profeſſion (wh:ch he 
was obliged to leave) he and his Relations 
being oppoſite to the Imperial Intereſt, when 
thoſe Civil Factions happened, and the Battle 
of Prague, Anno Dom. 1619; whereby they 
were entirely ruined. Hollar, then young, had 
a natural Inclination to Drawing, being rea- 
dy at his Pen, and in Scholarſhip. The 
Profeſſion his Parents intended him to follow, 
not meeting with proper Encoura 2 he 
by Degrees practis d drawing Views, Fe. 
having had ſome Inſtructions under Merian 
2 noted Engraver then living, he entirely fol- 
lowed the Bent of hisGenius ; he made ſeveral 
little Eflays before he left his native Country,

Hollar by his own Practice and Study had 
improved himſelf in drawing Geometrical and 
PerſpeCtive Views, Plans, Sc. and eſpecially 
by the Neatneſs and Curioſity of his Pen, 
drew Landſkips and Views of Towns extreme- 
ly well. 

r He travelled to ſeveral great Cities in Ger- 
many, through Frankfort to Colen and Ant- 
werp; and return'd again to Colen, where he 
reſided ſome Time with difficulty enough to 
ſubſiſt. Thus paſſing ſome Time or Years 
in drawing Views and Plans of Cities, which 
are printed from the Plates he has done, 
he alſo etch'd a Book of ſmall Heads from 
Henzelman and Biler; at Celen he publiſh'd 
a View of Herbipolis or Wurtzburg, where 
under is writ, Hollar delineavit in Legatione 
Arundeliana ad Imperatorem. And he made 
a large Drawing, a Proſpect of the City of 
Prague, which being curiouſly and exactly 
done with the Pen and Pencil-(no doubt) gave 
great Pleaſure and Satisfaction to the noble Earl

of Arundel, who then was there on the Spat, 
Anno 1635; which drawing is of the ſame 
Magnitude with the Print engraved after it, on 
two long Plates. He did many Drawings with 
the Pen in all Countries and Places where he 
reſided, in England, in Germany and Flan- 
ders; though few of them are entirely finiſhed, 
and fewer preſerved, though certainly, he drew 
moſt Part of all the Deſigns for his Plates 
that he engraved *®, 

Thus it happened that the Earl of A. 
rundel paſſing through Germany to the Impe- 
rial Court, as Hollar was recommended to 
him at Collen, being pleas'd with his Draw- 
ings and Repreſentation of thoſe Towns he had 
an Intention to viſit in his Embaſſy, he took 
him along with him: By this Opportunity 
Hellar had the Patronage of the greateſt Col- 
lector and Lover of Arts then living, beſides 
a Proſpect of being recommended in England 
to the Favour of his Majeſty King Charles the 
Firſt, then known to be the Royal Encourager 
of all curious Arts and ingenious Men, which 
drew many excellent Artiſts into this Nation. 

This Nobleman, in his Embaſly going thro' 
ſeveral great Towns and Cities“, ſtaid Eight 
Days at Collen, Four at Mentz, Thirteen at 
Prague, Eleven at Nuremberg, at Augſburg 
Two, Wurtzburg Four, Francfort Five, Re- 
rensburg Nine Days at the Emperor's Court; 

> Which conſider'd apart from his other Works, mult 
ti ke up great part of his Life-time.

November at Vienna; ſo travelling from April 
to December his Excellency arriv'd at London, 
and in his Train came Hollar to begin the 
Year 1637. The Proſpect and View of Green- 
wich in Two Plates, dated 1637, of which 
Date are his firſt Works in England. He 
did from the Arundel Collection, many 
Plates in that and the following Years 
1638, 1639. as may eaſily be obſerved in 
the Catalogue of his Works, as thoſe Two 
Prints from an antient Altar-folding Table 
repreſenting King Richard the Second kneeling 
before his 4 Saints, inſcrib'd to the King, 
and copy d from the Original then in the Arun- 
del Collection, and now in Lord Pembroke's. 

Alſo a Print of the Earl of Arunde/ on 
Horſe-back; and great Numbers of other 
Plates, 

As he grew in Eſteem here, his Friends 

ocur'd him the Honour (fome little Time 
before the Civil Wars broke out) to teach the 
Prince the Art of Drawing, and by this means 
got into the Service of the Royal Family. 

In this Year he publiſhed Twenty-ſix Plates, 
Ornatus Muliebris, &c. Londini. 

And the fine curious Cup from a Defign 
of Andrea Montegna, preſerv'd in the Arun- 
del Collection. 

< I believe it va3 Prince Charles, having ſeen a ſmall 
Pocket-book, with Silver Claſps mounting the Arms or 
Badge of the Prince of Males, the Crown and Feathers ; 
within this Book, are ſeveral Drawings, Parts of the Face

Hand-writing, which Book was in the Poſſeſſion of the

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In the next Year he did King Charles and 
his Queen, . and other Prints: Several from 
Vandyke's Pictures. 

It is certain he could not ſo well enter into that 
Maſter's true manner of Drawing, in his Grace 
and Touches, as other Engravers, ſome in Eng- 
land, and others abroad, who had ſtudied his 
Way or Manner of Drawing and Painting; 
for which Reaſon he could not obtain Van- 
dyke's Recommendation, nor that of his Ad- 
mirers (which is no ſtrange thing) if we con- 
ſider, that it is in the Beginning that moſt 
Artiſts learn a good or indifferent Manner, ſuch 
as their Genius leads them to, which after- 
wards is very difficult to alter, yet it may be 
aid, that amongſt the Imitators of the Works 
of Vandyke in Print, ſeveral are done by Hol- 
lar, not done by any other Engraver, others 
as well, and always collected amongſt the 
Works of Vandyke. 

But, to do Juſtice to Hollar's Memory, 
ſome Heads, I mean Portraits, may be ob- 
ſerved and mention'd to be truly well done, 
ſo far did he arrive to excel (from the ſmal- 
leſt Beginning) to the moſt difficult Branch 
of that Profeſſion; which is to expreſs Life 
and Likeneſs, on which depends great Appli- 
cation and Study, 

Moſt of theſe Portraits weregrav'd in England, 
in 1642. he did a Print of the Queen of Sheba 
before Solomon, from a Drawing by H. Holben, 
in the Arundel Collection; with many other 
Italian Maſters; 1643. Theatrum Mulierum, 
Sixty Plates, in the Habits of different Coun- 

tries 
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tries in Europe, with a ſecond Title Aula Ve- 
neris, 1644. Lond. 

As his good Fortune depended much upon 
his noble Patron, ſo the Misfortune of the King's 
Friends, the Loyaliſts, in thoſe Civil Wars, 
or grand Rebellion, toſs'd Hollar about with 
the loyal Party, and when Diſtraction ran fo 
high that it drove the Earl of Arundel out of 
England into Flanders, his Houſes here, and 
Eſtates being plunder'd or deſtroy'd ; poor 
Hollar being left behind, try'd in ſome way 
the Fortune of War, by entering under the 
Command of the Noble Marquis of /7 7nche- 
ter and Col. Robert Peake at Bajing-voufe in 
Hampſhire; there he was made Priſoner of 
War, made his Eſcape from thence, and went 
over to Antwerp to his Patron the Earl of 
Arundel*, 

In this Year 1645. he began to work at 
Antwerp, where he ſettled, and there moſtly 
employ'd his Time in publiſhing Prints from 
the Arundel Collection; as Diverſe Probe, 
Muſce, a Book of Leonard Da Vinci's of 
Heads, Epi. Malderus, the Religious Men, G&c. 
ſmall whole Lengths. 

But the Year following his Noble Patron 
being advis'd for his Health to go to Italy, 
having reſided at Antwerp from 1644 to 16445. 


Who was there retired with. his Lady, and all his 
Family, and moſt valuable Collections of Pictures, Sc.

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in hopes that Air would be of Benefit to him 
he there died at Venice. The laſt Works done 
by Hollar from that Nobleman's rare Col- 
lections was the Book of Shells, which con- 
taining Thirty-eight Plates, having neither 
Title nor Explication, is now the moſt 
ſcarce of any of his Works, Thoſe of his 
Inſects are extremely curious, and thoſe Plates 
of his Muffs are incomparable. As all his 
Works are done by Etching, he has ſo well 
adapted that Manner of Engraving to them, 
which makes them fo valuable. 

Soon after the Deceaſe of the Earl of A. 
rundel, Hollar was turn'd adrift, and, for 
ſome Years afterwards, whilſt he continued 
at Antwerp, he work'd for ſeveral People, 
Print-ſellers or Publiſhers of his Works, no 
doubt at very low Prices, for I don't find that 
at any Time he work'd for himſelf to ſell or 
publiſh, as has been cuſtomary with Profeſ- 
fors of that Art, when they had Subſtance of 
their own, or Friends and Intereſt ſufficient, 
However, having gain'd the Reputation of an 
ingenious Man, he did engrave his own Pic- 
ture, firſt in an Oval, being then Atat.

In a fine Collection of Heollar's Prints, be- 
ing Five large Volumes in Folio, (probably) 
collected in Holland, underneath a Print of him- 
ſelf, is an Encomium writ in ſeveral Latin 
Verſes, and the ſame in Engli/h, tranſlated by 
the ſame Hand, which I have tranſcrib'd with 
the Permiſſion of my Noble Patron the Earl 


of Oxford, who hearing of this * 
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lection of Hollar's Prints, ſent a Commiſſion 
to an Agent in Amſterdam to buy them, to 
add to, and improve his own fine Collection. 
To the Honour of Hollar it is thus expreis d 
in one of thoſe Books, writ with the Pen,

In this Vear and the following Vears 1648, 
— 40, 1650, —5 1, he grav'd many Heads, Por- 
traits, Landſkips after Breugbil, Elſbeimer, Te- 
niers, the Triumphs of Death, Ac. and ſome 
of the moſt valuable Part of his Works from 
famous Paintings.

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In 1648. there being a Book then publiſhing 1648. 


by J. Meyſens, living at Antwerp, containing 
the Pictures and Lives of the moſt famous Ar- 
tiſts living, and lately dead. Mey/ens being an 
ingenious Man, a Lover and Profeſſor of Art, 
had been indefatigable in his Collections on that 
Account, for the Honour of the Lou-Coum- 
tries, Flanders, Holland, &c. Of theſe Hol- 
far has done near half a Score Plates, and a- 
mongſt them his own Picture, drawn by Mey- 
ſens; underneath which is the following ſhort 
Account of him : 
w E 
A Gentleman born at Prague 1607, was na- 
turally much inclin'd to the Art of Minia- 
ture, but diſcourag'd by his Father. He in 
1627. left Prague, living ſometime in ſe- 
veral Towns in Germany, and practiſing 
the Art of Graving with Aqua fortis; he 
ſet our from Collen with the Earl of Arun- 
del towards Vienna and to Prague ; from 
thence hereturn'd with this Nobleman, and 
came to Exgland, where he had been do- 
meſtic Servant to the Duke oft. He 
retired to Antwerp on account of the Civil 
Wars, where he now reſides. 


This ſmall Account, I believe, was put un- 
der the Plate by his own Direction, becauſe 
I have ſeen it without; but more eſpecially 
(it may be obſerved) that he has engrav'd the 
Characters of the other Painters, done for the 
ſame Book himſelf, but (perhaps modeſtly) 
avoided the doing of his own.

Emblems, and afterwards made a Print of his Royal Ma- 
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Aﬀter the Death of King Charles the Firſt, 
he immediately grav'd his Picture, and ſe- 
veral Loyaliſts; the King * and the Duke of 
Dort his Maſter coming into Flanders, Teni- 
ers drew the Duke's Picture, and Hollar en- 
grav'd a Plate after it, which is ſcarce, being 
done in 1651, Ætat. 18. 

Thus Hollar ſtay'd a few Years chiefly at 
Antwerp when abroad from England,. and did 
ſeveral Works, which may be diſcover'd by their 
Dates, for which he was particularly remark- 
able more than many other Engravers : How- 
ever, after the Death of his Patron he conti- 
nued working from the Arundel Collection, 
but was paid by others; after P. Brill, 
many Landſkips, ſome dated 1650 and — 52. 
ex Arund, Coll. and publiſh'd by Meyſens; 


made him inclinable to return to England, 
the Government ſeeming to him to be a little 
ſettled, and ſeveral Works there going forward 
wherein he was uſeful and neceſſary, and no 
other Perſon then capable of doing the like, 


ter than elſewhere, 

The firſt Plates done by him after his Return 
are after ſome Drawings of Julio Romano, and 
many in Ogilby's Virgil; ſeveral Heads and Title 
Pages; Numbers of Plates in the Monafticon, 
Dugdale's St. Paul's Cathedral ; Stapleton's.

urniſhed him with full Employment for ſeve- 
ral Years. 

Whenever Hollar did thoſe little Plates where 
Chriſt is perſecuted by Monks and Friers, there 
is no Date nor his Name to them, and only one 
Print of the ſixteen has the Name Holbein, 
which may be fictitious; theſe very ſcarce. 

About this Time Hollar lived in the Houſe 
with Mr. Faithorne ©, Engraver, near Temple- 
bar, and went on with the Plates for Virgil, 
Dugdale, and Ogilby's Africa, &c. 

Thus till the Reſtoration of the King he was 
certainly fully employ'd, and might then have 
ſoon amended his Fortune, with the Return of 
ſo many of his Friends, and the Reſtoration 
of Peace and Freedom; but the Smallneſs of 
the Price paid him by the Undertakers of theſe 
Works kept him ſtill low; to mention only the 
View of Greenwich, a long Print of two Plates, 
it has been well atteſted to me, that Stent the 
Printſeller paid him no more than 30s. for 
Drawing and Engraving, which two Plates 
might be fairly worth five times as much, taking 
Advantage of the poor Man's Neceſſity in the 
Sickneſs Time, 1665. which put a ſtop to 
all Works of this kind; and the Fire of London 
happening the Year after, ſo ſtagnated all Af- 
fairs of Prints and Books, and reduc'd him to 
{uch Difficulties as he could never overcome.

compleat; which ſhews he thought it a Work 
of Merit to be done by a Man at that Age, and 
who had been above or full forty Years a Pra- 

ctitioner in the Art. 

Some Vears after the Reſtoration, by Appoint- 
ment from the Crown, he was ſent abroad to- 
Tangier with the Lord Howard Governor, there 
he was to take the Draughts* of the Town and 
Forts, which he did, being employ'd a Twelve- 
month in that affair. In his way home he run the 
riſque of being taken by a Turkiſh Rover, as is 
related more at large in Og:/by's Africa 1670. in 
Captain Kemptborn's Engagement in the Mary 
Roſe with Seven Algerme Men of War in 
December 1669, with a Print of that Action 
done by Hollar :. Yet, after all theſe Difficul- 
ties, at his Return to England, after long 
Attendance and loſs of time, could get no 
more than One Hundred Pound for all his La- 
bour and Service.

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Foreigners are alſo curious in collecting his 
Works in ſeveral Parts; L' Abbe de Marolle's 
Catalogue mentions 959 Pieces that he had 
then, certainly nothing near what he hath 


done in all. 


There are others who pretend to have the 
intire Works of Hollar, collected by himſelf, 
which is not to be depended on, tho' there 
are ſeveral rare Collections made by the Cu- 
rious formerly, and more of late Vears; 
w his Works became more ſcarce ' 
and valuable. Some of his laſt Works are 
Printed in Sandford's Genealogical Hiſtory and

Amongſt his Misfortunes (a real Lo/s) was 


'that of a hopeful Son, about Seventeen, as I 


was inform'd by a Perſon that was intimate 
with Hollar, and who had learnt of him 
his Method of working, and had givengood 
Proofs of his Skill and Affection to the Art 
in ſeveral Plates mark'd F. P. Francis Place. 
Others learn'd of Hollar, and aſſiſted him in 
his Works: — Carter, Dan. King, and Gay- 
wood ; by theſe there are tolerable things grav'd, 
particularly by the laſt, who imitated his 
Maſter much, and ſoon after his Death, under 
ſome of his Works writes himſelf Quondam 
Diſcipulus. Dudley alſo, another Workman, 
uſes the ſame Style of Quondam Diſcipulus, 
tho' not ſo good a Workman. F. Place and 
P. Tempeſt had alſo ſome Inſtruction in the Art 
under him, and aſſiſted and engraved for him. 
Hel/ar thus having led a painful and laborious 
Life, always attended with Difficulties, reach'd - 


to the Age of Seventy Years, at which Time 
he 
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he liv'd in Gardiner's-lane in Weſtminſter, 
where he dy'd, but ſo indigent, that there was 
an Execution in his Houſe, of which, when 
he was dying, he was ſenſible enough to defire 


only to die in his Bed, and not to be remov'd. 


till he was. buried, which was to the New 
Chapel Church-yard Weftminfter, where he 
was interr'd, 

The exact Time and Place of Hollar's Death 
being ſo obſcure, noAuthoror Writer of his Life, 


either hereor abroad, could certainly tell where, 


ſome having poſitively aſſerted he died at Ant- 


werp, and others were uncertain. Many Years 


ago, being deſired by the Earl of Oxford to 
draw up ſome Account of him and his Works, 
upon ſearching the Pariſh Regiſter of St. Mar. 
garet's Weſtminſter ' I found thus, Wenceflaus 
Hollar buried 28th of March 1677. 

The Widow of Hollar ſurvived him, and 
ſeveral Years afterwards, ſold a large Book of 
his Works to Sir Hans Sloane Bart. 

But lately having the Opportunity of di- 
geſting of a prodigious number of Hoellar's 
Works at the Command of her Grace the Du- 
cheſs of Portland, to make one complete Col- 
lection from all thoſe Acquiſitions and Pur- 
chaſes of that Maſter, left by her Noble Father 
the Earl of Oxford, from thence I have been 
able to make further Obſervations than here- 
tofore, and by that means principally have 
enlarged the Materials of this Account, as 
well as the Number of Prints done by him, 


Directed to me by a Letter from a Friend of his, who 


ſaw him buried, and attended at bis Funeral, 
| many 
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many Hundred Plates more than ever were 
to be found in the moſt accurate Collections 
in France, Hollgnd, or England. 
Such an Account being much defired "7 
many of the Curious, particularly in Exglan 
where his principal Works were done, and ſo 
many Collections of this Maſter's Works, which 
abound with great Variety, I am obliged to 
acknowledge their Civilities, and the Oppor- 
tunities of ſeeing the Works of Hollar in the 
Poſſeſſion of Dr. Mead, Sir John Evelyn, Sir 
Anthony Weſtcomb, Bryan Fairfax Eſq. Mr. 
Samuel Gale, and James Weſt Eſq, &c. theſe, 
and other worthy and curiousGentlemen whom 
I viſited on this account, as far as my Skill or 
Endeavours, and the Vacations from my other 
Affairs would permit; in the firſt place to ob- 
ſerve thoſe Pieces well known to be Hollar's 
Works; alſo as there are many Plates in prin- 
ted Books ſurely his Works, tho' his Name nor 
Mark to them ; therefore may happen not to 
N be mentioned: yet rather than to eſcape 0 
true Print, ſome doubtful ones may be inſerte 
which I hope will be generouſly excuſed, as 
well as the irregular Order of placing ſome 
Prints in this Account; as in other Collections 
abroad of famous Maſters: Works, the beſt 
Judges have not taken upon them to decide 
affirmatively without Appeal to the Publick, 
leaving to Time and Obſervations to clear u 
the difficulty of making on any Subject a com- 
plete Collection or Series of a Work of * va- 
rious and ber a Nature. |
